_ A GRAVE. PROBLEM 


Charitable organizations and similar 
bodies all around the country are faced 
with a new condition which is worrying 
them considerably. Heretofore they have 
had to help the families of men out of 
work or improvident, but now nearly 
everybody :has employment, and less are 
improvident than usual, but there are in- 
numerable cases where the wage.of the 
man is not sufficient to cover the expense 
account under this present high cost of all 
the necessities of life, and unless these 
cases are helped out by charity there is 
bound to be much suffering, especially 
among women and children, say the heads 
of the organizations. 

Phis is.not true in Richmond, to any 
appreciable extent, as our workmen are 
receiving salaries better than the average 
the country over, but it is true in many 
sections, especially in the East and Mid- 
dle ‘West. 

It is figured that the man earning $90 
a month or legs cannot support an aver- 


age family of five persons on that 
amount, even by -using the strictest 
economy. 

There is something radically wrong 


about this condition, and it is something 
which our government should take right 
hold of and handle without gloves. A 
family of five can live very comfortably 
in Paris or London on $80 a month, but 
they cannot in New York, Chicago or San 
Francisco. This ought not to be. There 
is something rotten in more places than 
Denmark and Sweden, or this would not 
be true, and just why our expert govern. 
ment food and fuel chiefs do not fix it is 
something the average layman cannot 
dope out. | 

Our government has got its wires 
crossed in this matter somewhere, and it 
is up to the heads of the departments to 
find out where, and get it straightened 
out. We get conservation of food handed 
to us every day of our lives, and it seems 
to us to be largely superlative. 

With food prices where they arc, and 
constantly soaring, it is a lead-pipe cinch 
that the common every day people are 
not only going to conserve fuod, but that 
they have to, or go hungry, and millions 
of them are going to suffer malnutrition, 
no matter how hard they conserve. 

We do not claim to understand it, and 
may be mistaken in our deductions, but 
we see no earthly reason why, under alf 
the conditions, food, clothing, shoes and 
other necessaries should be a less price 
in the war-torn countrics of Europe than 
they are right here in the United States, 
and we believe it is because the people 
as a whole are being robbed, svste- 
matically and everlastingly, to the limit, 
by as conscienccless a lot of unhung 
scoundrels and commercial pirates as ever 
disgraced humanity. :

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The 
Senate committee appointed to in- 
vestigate public buildings con- 
structed during the war under, 
supervision of the United States 
Housing Corporation, has recom- | 
niended to the Senate that steps | 
be taken to recover money which 
it charged was improperly paid 
for work done for the corporation. 

Should persons and corporations 
receiving the alleged overcharges 
refuse to make voluntary restitu- | 
tion, the committee recommended 
that civil action be instituted by 
the government. 

Oveycharges by architects and 
excess profits by contractors 
through sub-letting, were charged 
by the committee, which also de- | 
manded that a loan of $500,000 to 
the Springfield Water Company, of, 
Philadelphia, be ‘‘regularized."' 

The committee promised that 
within the next few days ‘‘proper| 
and pointed’ legislation to ‘meet 
the situation’’ would be introduced. | 
The committee also said that fur- | 
ther existence of the housing cor- 
poration was ‘‘no longer to the best 
interests of the government.” 

Throughout the report methods 
employed by the corporation, both 
during the war and after the sign- 
ing of the armistice were criticised 
The charge was made that the cor- 
poration’s desire to complete ‘‘town 
beautiful’? project cost the govern- 
ment not less than $1,4450,000 
after hostilities ceased. 

Records of the corporation were 
reported to be a ‘serious state.”
